Attempts to Capture a Smallpox Vic- 
tim Lead to Arrests. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

LEAVENWORTH (Kan.,) Nov. 10.— 
Late last night deputy sheriffs arrested 
John Wyrick and James Little and 
jailed them on the charge of body- 
snatching. One year ag95 John Haygood 
of Higginsville, Mo., died in the pest- 
house of this city of smallpox and was 
buried in the pesthouse graveyard. On 
Wednesday last his father came here 
to remove the remains of his son to 
Higginsville for burial. 

Rivalry among the local physicians 
as to who should receive a certain sum 
for preparing the rémains for shipment, 
led to a disagreement and the effort to 
remove the remains was contested: The 
State Board of Health at Topeka was 
appealed to by County Health Officer 
Phillips and he was instructed ‘by wire 
to procure the arrest of any parties at- 
tempting to exhume the remains. Act- 
ing under these advices deputy sheriffs 
were set to watch the grave, with the 


residents of Leavenworth.

In the 
case of my Indiana friends I can hardly 
tell how much grievous trouble I have 
had over the thought that friends felt 
aggrieved. I have tried to he fair and 
kind, and one of the few things TI am 
sure of, connected with the administra- 
tion, is that I have never willingly hurt 
any worthy friend. [ have not heard of 
any serious complaint by any Republi- 
can friends of any public act of the aa- 
ministration, and it is a comfart to 
know that nothing has been found as- 
sailable there, and that most of those 
who have been disappointed in getting 
office have acted with generosity and 
friendliness.

COVINGTON (Ky..) Nov. 10.—While

Mr. Jones 
shows the divisions und -r his supervi- 
s.0n have saved during the year $1,595,- 
577, the principal items being in the car- 
rier service by stopping overtime and 
by the reduction of the force, amount- 
to $1,300,000. 

The salaries of all Presidential pvst- 
masiers amounted to $5,897, 200, and the 
gross receipts of postoffices $60,538,097. 
rhe number of Presidential postmasiers 
is 6491, of which 159 are first-class, 700 
second-class, 2632 third-class. An es- 
timate of $17,000,000 for all postmas- 
ters, is made for th= year 1897; an ine 
ervase over the present year of $1,0990.- 
The total number of positions 
brought within the classified service 
during the year were 2395. Mr. Jones 
recommends the abolition of exper'!- 
mental free delivery unless $19,000,000 
is appropriated for the purpose, also of 
free rural delivery unless $20,000,000 is 
appropriated. 

f the investigations and discharge of 
carriers for cause, Mr. Jones says 385 
carriers have been removed. He re- 
views the conditions which made the 
investigations necessary, the principal 
one being the accumulation of overtime 
claims, showing that something was 
wrong. The work has been systemati- 
cally prosecuted during the past eight 
months, and the carriers at 151 offices 
have been investigated. At these of- 
ficeés there were employed 4075 carriers, 
and their investigation resulted in the 
following: Reprimanded for various Ir- 
regularities, 208; suspended for falsify- 
ing trip reports, 57; suspended for fail- 
ure to collect from street letter-boxes, 
48; suspended for drinking while on 
duty, and loitering, 292: dismissed for 


| drinking on duty, and loitering, 55. 


Mr. Jones says: “In view of the great 
saving effected and the great improve- 
ment in the service, especially in the 
large cities, I would recommend the em- 
ployment of a number of men in the 
larger offices, whose duty it shall be to 
inspect the work of carriers, make sug- 
gestions as to extensions and. changes 
of routes, and, in fact, to have a gen- 
eral supervision of the work of carriers 
outside of t postoffices. Besides the 
actual saving”effected, the improved ef- 
ficiency of service in the offices investi- 
gated must be credited to this service. 
At every office the discipline of the force 
and the efficiency of the service have 
been much improved, the work more 
equally distributed among the letter- 
carriers, and at many offices extensions 
made and facilities increased without 
additional cost.”’ 

An estimate of $12,960,300 is made for 
the free-delivery service next year. The 
money-order report shows that there 
are 19,691 domestic money offices and or- 
ders to the amount of $156,709,089 were 
issued, and $156.159,689 paid. Mr. Jones 
recommends legislation requiring clerks 
handling money-order business to give 
bonds. Concerning dead-letter matter 
the report says: “The number of pieces 
of original mail matter received during 
the year for treatment was 6,319,873. a 
decrease of -781,171.” 

Mr. Jones renews several recommen- 
dations made in his last report, such as 
a penalty for using postmarks for un- 
lawful purposes, to prevent boycotting 
postoffices; to amend the franking laws: 
more stringent legislation against. ob- 
scene mail matter, the power to sus- 
pend employees, the employment of 
temporary and substitute clerks, care 
for disabled employees, the better class- 
ification of salaries of clerks in larger 


offices, and the employment of substi- 


tute carriers.

THE GREWSOME VOYAGE OF 
BARK OAKLAND 


She Puts in at San Francisco with a 
Dead Captain and a Mutinous 
and Hanary Crew.

Her Water and Provisions Almost 
Gone—Her Rottom Covered with 
Huge Barnactles. 


*% A Japanese Consul Booming a Pro-

MPGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

a SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 10.—With 
her captain dead, her water and pro- 
visions almost gone, her mate con- 
stantly armed, her crew surly and her 
steward in open rebellion, the famous 
old bark Oakland came slowly, almost 
painfully, through the heads today. 
The great, strong tug that was puffing 
away at the end of the hawser stretched 
over the Oakland's bow, could easily 
have towed a clean vessel twice: the 
size at double the speed. So covered 
with great red barnacles was the bark’'s 
she moved through the 
water’ like a giant sponge. 

The Oakland was sixty-one days out 
on the way from San Jose de Guate- 
mala to Port Madison, and she put in 
here because Capt; McGuier so ordered 
on his deathbed. The grewsome nov- 
elty of these sailing orders was _ per- 
fectly in harmony with everything 
about the bark. In all respects the 
Oakland looked like a floating funeral. 
Her flag was at half-mast and every 
man on board wore that sorrowful 
aspect suggestive of death, hunger and 
disaster. Even when at anchor in the 
stream, the experiences with which the 
voyage of the Oakland was crowded 
were not at an end, for the mate was 
watching his chance to get on shore to 
oause the arrest of the steward for the 
fearful offense of mutiny, and the stew- 
and was trying to drop off into a boat 
to take steps to prevent the mate from 
being careless with the captain's 
money. 

The very day after leaving port 
the captain began to fail. He 
showed signs of being down as the re- 
result of old age and pain. Three 
weeks passed and the captain was fail- 
ing so rapidly that he finally told the 
mate to take charge, and kept very 
close to his room. Then Capt. McGuier 
grew flighty. With contrary winds 
and a crazy captain the bark was in- 
deed in a seriotre icament. 

One day the captain fell upon the 
floor- of the cabin in what resembled a 
spasm. Whén he came out of it he 
called the mate and said: “My end is 
near now; 1 can feelit. This is my last 
voyage; I am near my last port. 
wish you would take hold of everything 
here just if I was gone. Do the best 
you can by the boys, but’ make San 
Francisco with me if you can before I 


everything I can.” 

The next day Capt. McGuier had an- 
other flighty spell and in his wildness 
went into the chartroom and, pulling 
down the chronometer, smashe it on 
the floor. This was indeed a serivus 
matter for the ship. Lest the captain 
should destroy the compass as well as 
the chronometer the mate ordered two 
of the meh to stay constantly in the 
captain’s room to guard him and keep 
him from injuring himself or the, ship. 

Taking two men to guard the captain 
left only one man to spare on deck. 
The breaking of the ehronometer, tco, 
was most serious, for the welfare of 
the vessel depends largely on the keep- 
‘ung of proper time. The mate took the 
broken. instrument and fixed it up as 
best he could, but from the time the 
captain, in his wildness, threw it on 
the floor, it never once kept the right 
time. From that moment even the 
whereabouts of the ship was an tn- 
certainty. Perhaps it was heading to- 
ward danger; perhaps, disaster might 
suddenly close the eventful voyage. 

By his observations the mate was 
able to fix nothing but the latitude the 
bark was in. The longitude was made 
by dead reckoning. As the result 
proved, the mate did wonderfully well 
in navigating the vessel, for in his 
reckoning he kept twenty miles ahead 
of the vessel, as was apparent when 
she finally “picked up” the high. bluff 
at Point Reyes. 

After the captain’s death, the mate 
and the steward had a quarrel. The 
mate said the steward wanted to sail 
the ship, and he will therefore have the 
steward arrested. The other sailors 
took the steward’s part, and, as the 
mate feared a general mutiny, he 
armed himself and waited for the ship 
to reach port. 


AGENT MORRIS’S MURDER.

A SOUTHWESTERLY GALE. 


Vessels at Queenstown Expericnce 
the Effects Therefrom.

MANGLED BODIES. 


Horrible Results Follow the Explo- 
sion of a Locomotive Boiler. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

WARWICK (N. Y., Nov. 10.—Engine 
No. 13 of the Lehigh & Hudson River 
Railroad blew up this morning at this 
place. Two men were instantly killed, 
and two others died later from injuries. 
The engine was drawing a train be- 
tween Maybrook and Qhillipsburg.. Con- 
ductor Martin O'Neil of Belvidere, and 
his head brakeman, James L. Sloan of 
Phillipsburg, were in the cab with En- 
gineer William Cooper of Phillipsburg, 
and his fireman, Herbert Beetner of 
Easton, Pa. The train of forty cars 
had reached the top of the grade near 
the stone bridge, and.+ as the train 
started down cold water was doubtless 
run into the boiler. 

Brakeman Morris Heil saw the ex- 
plosion. The heavy boiler went fifty 
feet in the air, and fell twenty-five 
feet from the tracks, leaving the engine 
trucks uninjured. Heil threw himself 
full length on a car and clung there. 
He recovered himself, and he and Flag- 
man Adams began setting brakes. The 
train ran a mile and a half before it 
could be stopped. Heil ran six miles to 
Warwick, and gave the alarm, and 
Adams went back to flag the Easton

IMPERIAL CRUELTY 


THE CZAR’S BRUTAL TREAT- 
MENT OF HIS CONSORT. 


Unhappy Fate of Princess Alix of 
Hesse-Darmstadt as Czarina 
of Russia. 


Married to a Muscovite Tyrant Who 
“Was Already Possessed of a 
Family. 


Nicholasn’s Morganatic Wife Driven 
to Her Death—present Wretched 
Occupant of the Throne is 
Probabiy Dying. 

(BY TELBGRaPli TO THE TIMES.) 
LONDON, Nov.  10.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The Morning Post and Daily 
Telegraph will tomorrow publish a St. 
Petersburg dispatch dated Friday, stat- 
ing that the accouchement of the 
Czarina may be expected at any mo- 

ment. The New York Herald says: 

“The St. Petersburgh correspondent 
of the European edition of the Herald 
announced a short time ago that the 
national event which all Russia has 
been awaiting with eager interest might 
be expected November 6. No news has 
been received from Russia through or- 
dinary channels, and as the news of 
the auspicious event would doubtless

“The fate of the Czarina has been 
& most unhappy one. It is a matter of 
history that her husband, Nicholas, 
while heir apparent, was married to 
Maritza Ksezinska, the actress, in Rus- 
sian Poland. Immediately afterward 
the young woman returned to the cap- 
ital and took up her residence in a 
quiet little palace recently purchased in 
her name by an officer of the Chevalier 
Guard Regiment, who, it is supposed, 
was acting for the Grand Duke. The 
chief of: the Holy Synod is said to-have 
sent for her to deliver to her the fol- 
lowing message in the name of the 
Czar and Czarina: ‘Mademoiselle can 
never hope for recognition. The cere- 
mony was an idle mockery. As soon as 
Ksezinska assumes to be anything but 
the Czarowitz’s mistress, herself and 
family, and also the priest who of- 
ficiated at the so-called marriage, will 
be sent to Siberia.’ 

“Mule. Ksezingski was a handsome 
woman of the blonde type, with big 
brown eyes, graceful and a thorough 
artist. In her case there were many 
circumstances aside from lowly birth 
that made her impossible as the wife 
of the Czarowitz. She was a Polish 
woma, and, inorder to obtain the sanc- 
tion of the Catholic church at the altar, 
she embraced the Catholic faith, there- 
by bréaking one of the strictest laws 
of the Russian code and laying herself 
open to heavy punishment. Neverthe- 
less, she lived with the Czarowitz as 
his wife, and was asserted to have 
beat the ‘mother of three of his chii- 

“Before his death, Czar . Alexander 
determined to break off this liaison, and 
Pringess Alix of Hesse was the woman 
chosen to divert the mind of the Czaro- 
witz from the beautiful dancing giri. 
The Princess. was not anxious to wed 
the man whose heart was bestowed 
elsewhere, and in what she must con- 
sider such a very low quarter, while 
Nicholas could not bring himself, save 
with the utmost difficulty, to part for- 
ever from his mistress. However, 
when young Nicholas arrived at St. 
Petersburgh with his father’s corpse 
he found that his mistress had left the 
city with her children, and his mind 
was so much taken up with his acces- 
sion to the throne, his father’s obse- 
quies and the preparation for his mar- 
riage that he seemed to forget all 
about the little woman whom he had 
formerly regarded as indispensable to 
his happiness. Nor does he appear to

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Commo- 
dore Philip Hichborn, chief of the Bu- 
reau of Construction and Repair of the 
Navy, has completed his report of the 
year. The report includes estimates 
for appropriations for next year, the 
most important of which is $5,850,549 to 
be expended on vessels authorized by 
Congress for the increase of the navy. 
He also asks for $1,500,000 for the gen- 
eral repair of vessels and the purchase 
of stores and machinery; ,000 for 
continuance of work already authorized 
on the Hartford, the Chicago and other 
vessels, and $500,000 for two composite. 
sailing vessels. 

He dwells especially upon the neces- 
sity of adequate money for the repair 
of vessels. ‘Modern _ steel ships, 
with their extreme subdivision and 
elaborate systems of ventilation, drain- 
age and.mechanical auxiliaries of all 
kinds, require much greater care, both 
when in commission and in ordinary, 
than was formerly the case with the 
old wooden ships. It is now more than 
nine years since the first vessel of the 
new navy was put in commission and 
the necessity for general repairs and 
renewals of fittings and equipments is 
becoming more and more pressing. 

The policy of extreme economy has 
about reached its limit, and unless more 
ample appropriations are made for the 
care and preservation of ships and the 
general maintenance of the yard plants, 
the efficiency of the fleet will be dimin- 
ished and the government property 
will suffer serious deterioration. 

Commodore Hichborn notes the com- 
pletion and acceptance during the year 
of the Marblehead, Columbia, Olympia 
and Minneapolis; gives the status of 
other vessels which are almost com- 
pleted, and also states the facts in con- 
nection with contracts recently let and 
specifications made under the authority 
of the last Naval Appropriation Bill. 
He suggests the importance of appro- 
priations sufficient to put the navy- 
yard plants at Porthmouth, N. H.; 
Boston, Mass.; New York, League 
Island, Norfolk, Va., and Mare Island, 
Cal., in a condition to meet the de- 
mands of the immediate future. He 
thinks $125,000 necessary at Norfolk, 
$75,000 at New York, and $70,000 at Mare 
Island. He also renews the recom- 
mendation of last year for the appro- 
priation of $75,000 for each of the new 
stations at Port Royal and Puget 
Sound. This money is, he says, neces- 
sary to equip the stations with tools 
s0 ag to enable them to cover the ordi- 
nary repair work. Probably the most 
important part of the report is t 
devoted to the necessity of increased 
dry-dock facilities. Commodore Hich- 
born notes the fact that there was no 
dock, government or private, in the 
country sufficiently large to dock the 
Indiana previous to her trial trip. 

“If,” he says, “such a condition con- 
fronts the department in time of peace, 
it is realized how serious a defect it 
would prove in time of war, when the 
casualties of battle and the necessity of 
keeping the bottoms of vessels in such 
condition that they might develop their 
highest speed wo largely increase 
the demands of our otking facilities.” 
The Chief Constructor indorses the rec- 
ommendation of the constructor at 
Boston for a dock there sufficient in 
size to take the largest vessel, as he 
does also similar recommendations from 
the constructors at Norfolk and Mare 
Island. 

Constructor Hichborn also recom- 
mends that ‘“‘in order that the plants at 
our naval stations may always be kept 
in a high state of efficiency for the 
performance of the general work of re- 
pairing and fitting out, it is earnestly 
recommendéd that in future appropria- 
tions provisions be made for having at 
least one vessel in course of construc- 
tion at each of the three principal 
navy-yards.” 

Explaining the reason for the sugges- 
tion, he says the completion of the ves- 
seis building at New York and Norfolk 
navy-yards has necessitated the dis- 
charge of a large proportion of the 
skilled force hitherto employed at these 
stations, and it will be exceedingly dif- 
ficult ‘to maintain the efficiency of the 
construction and repair plants at those 
yards unless early measures are taken 
to give regular employment to a small 
force of skilled mechanics in each of 
tne principal yards. 

The report renews the recommenda- 
tion previously made of an experimen- 
tal tank, in which carefully-conducted 
experiments could be made with mod- 
els in such a way as to anticipate the 
performance of the completed vessel, 
these results not being capable af at- 
tainment in any other way. 

Several of the foreign governments 
have already preceded us in this direc- 
tion and have had constructed elabor- 
orate experimental stations, the British 
taking the lead. There is asked for

“For the last few weeks she has een 
embittered by seeing her husband 
perversely intent upon rebuffing every 
one of her friends, and recalling every 
act which he performed at her sugges- 
tion during their honeymoon. He has 
seen her but twice a week since June 
1. His calls have been brief and 
sometimes stormy. Recently she be- 
came hysterical after he accused her 
of various discretions at court, and 
ordered him to leave her. re- 
mained, however, to continue his re- 
proaches, until the physican arri ved, 
and, with Russian gruffness, an- 
nounced that he would never enter the 
palace again unless the Czar departed 
instantly. The Czar objected’ that 
his wife’s nervousness was the sole 
cause of the scene.

NEW YORK, Nov. 10:—The American 
brig Harriet G. arrived at quarantine 
today from Nuevitas, Cuba. The Har- 
riet G. is owned by Mosle Bros. .of this 
city and trades regularly between New 
York and Nuevitas. She sailed from 
this port on August 9 Jast and reached 
Nuevitas on September 19, where she 
discharged her cargo. On October 3 a 
Spanish officer with several soldiers 
boarded the brig and made a thorough 
search for a large quantity of arms 
which the Spanish officials had been in- 
formed was on board the véssel. The 
brig was ransacked from stem to stern, 
but no arms were found. 


The Spanish officer went so far as to 
demand that Capt. Miller remove from 
below all his anchor-chains.' This the 
captain refused to do, and the officers 
were reluctantly forced to leave the 
vessel. The United @tates Consu] was 
on board at the time, but could do 
nothing. Capt. Miller will report the 
facts of the search of his vessel to the 
proper authorities at Washington. 

There was on board the Harriet G. 
a young Cuban passenger named Gus- 
tav Torre, who said that he was so per- 
secuted by the Spanish authorities that 
he was compelled to leave the island 
and come to the United States.

During the early part of the present 

century, when the ranks of the Ursuline 

Nuns were thinned out by yellow 

fever, and the question of the owner- 

ship of Louisiana was in doubt, the 
superior here wrote to France and 
asked for recruits for the order. Among 

the number offering their services was a 

sister who was refused permission to 

leave France. She was in a great 
quandary, and, finding this statue in 

a garret in the convent where she was 

at,the time, she deemed it a divine in- 

spiration, and made a vow before it 
that if she could secure permission to 
come to New Orleans she would en- 
deavor to have inculcated into the prin- 
ciples of the order the worship of “Our 

Lady of Prompt Succor.”’ 

_$She wrote to the Pope, and he granted 

the permission, and she came, bringing 


up in a niche in the Ursuline convent. 
It is claimed that shortly after its ar- 
rival the saving of the convent from a 
destructive fire is attributed to the de- 
vout prayers before it. The greatest 
myracie attributed to it, is the saivation 
of the city of New Orleans from the 
invasion of the British forces in 1815, 
when Andrew Jackson, with a small 
force, defeated the British about a mile 
below the convent grounds. ‘There are 
other miracles also attributed to the 
statue, 

The ceremonies today were conducted 
by Archbishop Jannsen and Bishops 
Heslin, Neerschaert, De Foster, Galla- 
gher, Dunn and Vertaguer, and a hun- 
dred priests. It was done with the 
sanction of the Pope, a decree from His 
Holiness giving his blessing and appoint- 
ing Archbishop Jannsen papal dele- 
gate to conduct the ceremony. There 
were 10,000 people present.

This week the Eastern racing men 
will probably arrive from the North. 
As these world-famous amateur bi- 
cycle racers will in 
all probability re- 
main in this part 
of California all 
‘winter, it is fitting 
that the readers of 
The Times have a 
chance to see how 
they look. 

First, of course, 
in the list is Ed- 
ward C. Bald of 
the Buffalo Press 
Cycling Club. He 
first attracted local 
attention in Buffalo 
as a lieutenant in 
the RRoamers’ Bi- 
cycle Club of that city, which was or- 
ganized by him and a few of his chums 
in that part of the resident portion of 
the Electric City known as Cold Spring. 


The club flourished for some time, un- | 


til it was amalgamated with the fa- 
mous Zigzag Bicycle Club. Later the 
Zigzags joined the Press Cycling Club, 
which was having a great boom, In 1892 
Bald first began to race, and at that 
time his father, who was a butcher, ob- 
jected to it emphatically, for he wanted 
his son to stay in the shop and learn the 
butcher. business, as the five older sons 
had done. In fact, after that year’s 
racing season ended, Eddie Bald went 


‘back to the block andcut and 
eold meat industriously until the 
racing season began in 1893. Dur- 
ing 1892 Bald had poor luck, and 


went through the New York State cir- 
cuit in the Press Cycling Club team 
without winning a race. In 1893 he had 
better luck early 
in the year, as 
he stuck to near- 
by towns, and, 
with Dirnberger, 
took every race

berger had won three 
in the forenoon, too. 

Bald did no racing after July 4, 1893, 
until the Springfield meet in September, 
when he made his first appearance in 
the Columbia team with Asa Windle as 
his trainer. Since then his successes 
have become public property. 

Charlies M. Murphy of the Long Island 
-Wheelmen and the New York Athletic 
Club 1is'\a native of Brooklyn, and be- 
came famous in 1889 with his brother, 
William, as the crack tandem team of 
the country. At that time Billy Mur- 
phy was a greater man than Zimmer- 
man, and is said to have quit a position 
worth $5000 a year to race. ‘Charlie 
was his trainer, and rode tandem with 
him. Charlie also rode in the races him- 
self when Billy let him, and was a great 
help to his brother in handicap races, 
which was Billy, Murphy's strong point. 
Several years before, the Murphy boys 
had attracted considerable attention 
around New York city in road-racing. 
From 1889 up to last 
yearCharlie Murphy ~~ 
was best known as 
the brother of Billy 


Murphy, and was 
nicknamed ‘Broth- 
er Charl.” Last 


year, early in the 
season, the brothers 
split up to ride on 
separate teams, and 
Charlie began grad- 
ually to be recog- 
nized as the speed- 
ier of the two. He 
was one of the first dozen, last year, 
but was overshadowed by Johnson, who 
was the star of the team in which Mur- 
phy rode. This year Charles M. Murphy 
has been a one-man team, and has, 
therefore, stood alone, and would have 
more than equalled Johnson if he had 
been riding in the same races. With 
Bald, Cooper and Cabanne, Murphy 
has divided the honors in all the im- 
portant races of the year. Murphy is 
probably as good a man as there is now 
on a bicycle, and of late has beaten Bald 
about as many times as Bald has beaten 
him. 

Tom Cooper of Detroit first made his 
appearance in the big meets last year. 
He rode in the middle of the season for 
a few weeks, and was a wonder, espe- 
cially near home. Most of his time was 
spent in Detroit, racing only when he 
could spare time from his work. This 

ear one of the big factories made 
tooper a f00d0 offer to race on the na- 
tional circuit, and the Detroit boy, very 
sensibly, accepted it, though-he did not 
go onto the circuit till long after the 
‘other crackajacks has begun to make 
fame. Since Cooper began to meet the 

best men in the 
amateur ranks, 
his record has 
rapidly risen, and 
he soon had all 
but Bald con- 
quered, and was 

beating Bald a 

third of the time. 

For the last two 

months his per- 

centage has 

‘equalled that of 
Bald most of the time, and for the short 
time he has been racing no other rider 
has made such a record, except W. W. 
Windle of Massachusetts and our own 
beloved Otto Ziegler of San _ Jose. 
Cooper is a bright-looking young fellow, 
and his wits are as quick as his legs. 
Earl Kiser is the least known of any 
of the Eastern men. He has been on the 
national circuit but a short while, not 
Javing been discovered by a manufac- 
turer until midsummer. He is built 
much like Ziegler, and isa similar rider. 
He has lots of speed that is but partly 
developed as yet. The wheelmen of 
Southern California wiil have a chance 
to watch his work closely in the next 
six weeks. 

Of the other Eastern riders who are 
expected to arrive in time for the cir- 
- euit meets, none have yet shown up, al- 
though Hamilton of Denver Cabanne of 
St. Louis, Titus of New York, Gardner 
of Chicago, Anderson of Illinois and 
several others are expected. 

In William A. Terrill of the Bay City 
Wheelmen, better known as ‘‘Bob,” Cal- 
{fornia has an able mate for Charles 
S. Wells of the same club. Terrillisa 
six-footer, but lighter than Wells, end 
he is a crackajack, too.

"HENRY OF NAVARRE.” 


The Greatest Running Horse of the 
Year in His Recent Performance. 
Tor the first time in many years East- 

ern tracks have seen a long-distance 

race between horses of the first-class, 
one that Was arranged for the benent 
of the breed of horses and one which 
had good, heavy weights. The Munic- 

ipal Handicap at Morris Park was a 

great race, the greatest of the season, 

and one of the few g races since 
the day Salvator won th® Suburban. 

Henry of Navarre won, picked up 130 


pounts and beat Rey el Santa Anita, 
with 126, and Clifford, with 128 The 
time was good—3:02—the record heing 
helc. by Hotspur, 3:00%, made at San 
Francisco April 30, 1891, with 117 pounds, 

It was this race that was intended as 
a@ trial for Henry of Navarre. His 
owner, August Belmont, had devided 
that if the colt could win with good 
weight up he would send him to LIin- 
gland to race against the best handicap 
horses there. Whether Henry of Na- 
varre is a great horse is doubtful—that 
is, when compared .with The Bard, 
Firenzi or Salvator. In these days there 
is a dearth of class on the running turf. 
Salvator had Tenny for an opponent 
and Firenzi had The Bard. Henry of 
Navarre has really no rival. At first 
it was Domino, but Domino was a 
sprinter. Then it was Clifford, but 
Clifford is not his match. Without 
doubi he is the best horse on this con- 
tinent and it can be seen next season 
how he will compare with the best in 
Eingland. He will race in Mr. Rel- 
mcnt’s colors and have Henry Griffin 
for his jockey. 

This long-distance race demonstrated 
that there are jockeys now riding cap- 
able of doing good work in the saddle. 
Of course the pick of the lot of East- 
ern jockeys rode. Griffin had Navarre, 
Sims had Clifford and Taral rcde Santa 
Anita. Everything was done on the 
old-time theory. The first half was 
slow, the pace was increased in the 
second half and the third was run at 
a faster rate than any, until the last 
qturter, when the finish was the fea- 
ture. This is on the theory held by 
Barbee, Hayward, McLaughlin, Little- 
field, Lakeland and other long-distance 
riders. “That Griffin, who is but a boy, 
should ride so logically is remarkable. 

To any one havi the interest and 
welfare of racing at heart this Munici- 
pal handieap ought to be fostered. It 
should become a fixed event. It shows 
the strength and courage of a good 
horse, not a capacity for sprinting five 
furlongs just for a bookmaker to make 
odds. If there is anything In the theory 
that racing will improve the breed of 
horses, then events like the Municipal 
handicap will prove to be the most po- 
tent factors. The classic races in the 
past have not been at six furlongs, but 
the great four-mile events like the 
Eclipse and Henry, the Fashion and 
Boston races. Such events require skill! 
in training and judgment in riding, 
and are useful in many ways. 

For once the theories of breeding were 
sustained. Navarre had never been 
sent a distance greater than a mile and 
a querter, yet he traced his lines to 
Eolus and Imp. Ill-Used. Every line in 
his pedigree suggested staying power. 
The race shows that Navarre is - 
ter horse for a good distance that at 
amile.

DEMPSEY’S DEATH. 


A Short History of the Nonparelil’s 
Life and Demise. 


The death of John E. Dempsey, the 
Nonpareil, removes one of the famous 
pioneers of glove fighting in this coun- 
try. So far as America was concerned 
there was no man _ of his weight to 
match him here in the best part of his 
career. Weights were not drawn s0 
closely then as now, and Dempsey of- 
ten had to concede considerable to get 
on a match. He became undisputed 
middleweight champion by battling all 
comers, while at the same time he was 
probably capable of reaching welter- 
weight at any time of his career. 
Dempsey was no slugger or knock-out 
hitter; he had a good reach, stood with 
his side to the enemy, and impaled 
bull-headed rushers with his left. His 
most formidable American rival in his 
zenith was George La Blanche, the 
Marine. They met in a barn at Larch- 
mont, N. Y., with skin-tight gloves, La- 
Blanche probably being something of 
a favorite, March, 1886 and Dempscy 
-won after the hardest fight he had had 
up to that time, in thirteen rounds. “Tt 
won, but I got hit hard,’ said the Non- 
pareil. Three years later LaBlanche 
defeated Dempsey in thirty-two rounds, 
with what was generally regarded as 
a fluke blow, as Dempsey held the lead 
up till the time he was knocked out. 
LeBlanche would not meet him again, 
but Dempsey gained back almost, if not 
all, the prestige he had lost by his 
artistic defeat of Australian Billy Mc- 
Carthy in twenty-eight rounds, six 
months later, February 18, 1890. His de- 
cided downfall was before Bob Fitzsim- 
mons at the Olympic Athletic Club, 
New Orleans, January 14, 1891. Dempsey 
‘is down on record as lasting thirte2n 
rounds, though impartial judges who 
witnessed that contest declare:

BRITISH MARKETS. 


Discount Brokers are Advancing the 
Rates on Moncy. 

MEG ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

LONDON, Nov. 10.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) The critical position of the dif- 
ferent. European bourses during the 
week has compelled discount brokers, 
as a measure of precaution, to advance 
money rates slightly. The week on the 
stock exchanges proved so disastrous 
that the settlement commencing tomor- 
row is anticipated with the greatest 
anxiety. It is almost certain that some 
failures will then be announced. 

The fall of London consols and other 
gilt-edged securities has been altogether 
because they have already been forced 
abnormally high. Declines in prices ‘n 
almost all of the speculative markets 
range from 2 to 5 per cent. Dealings 
in mining securities are very limited. 
Comparisons with the prices of a month 

o show how serious the fall has been, 
even in the best-reputed mining stocks. 
In the foreign markets the greatest col- 
lapse has been in Turkish and Italian 
securities. Even if no further troubles 
develop, it is improbable that any no- 
ticeable recovery will take place this 
year. 

The week’s declines are as follows: 
Louisville and Nashville, 6%; Denver 
preferred, 5; Reading firsts, Atchison 
first mortgage and Wabash 6s, 3%: At- 
chison, Erie, Lake Shore and Pennsy!l- 
vania, 2%; St. Paul; Union Pacific and 
Wabash, 2: Canadian Pacific, 4%; Grand 
Trunk guaranteed, 2%. 

THE MANCHESTER MILLS. 

MANCHESTER, Nov. 10.—The mar- 
ket during the week was dull and dis- 
couraging, little business having been 
done, and stocks accumulating, both of 
yarns and cloth, in spite of the number 
of idle machines and the increasing list 
of employees in distress.

THE WAR SCARE AND SHARES. 

LONDON, Nov. 10.—The Paris cor- 
respondent of the Times says that it 
is understood that only the interven- 
tion of the Rothschilds on Saturday 
prevented the panic at Paris from be- 
coming positively disastrous. A dis- 
patch to the Daily News from Berlin 
says that but for the assistance rend- 
ered by the Rothschilds on Saturday 
bourse prices would have closed still 
weaker. The panic could not have been 
worse on the eve of a general Euro- 
pean war. 

At Vienna, according to the Daily 
News correspondent, the newspapers 
were thronged Saturday night with peo- 
ple who were clinging to the hope that 
Lord Galisbury’s speech on Saturday 
at London might possibly put an end 
to the panic. At a meeting today at 
Vienna of the directors and managers 
of the principal banks it was resolved, 
in case the panic should continue, to 
initiate collective action for the pur- 
pose of preventing the further fall of 
securities. 

A dispatch to the Times from Vienna 
says that since Friday Credit Mobi- 
lier shares have fallen 20 florins: Aus- 
trian state railway shares 40 florins, 
Turkish lottery bonds, 20 florins, Turk- 
ish tobacco shares, 44 florins. Since 
the memorable collapse of 1873, no such 
startling panic has occurred at Vienna.

TRIAL BY JURY. 


SUPREME COURT DECISION IN THE 
JEANNE FIFE CASE. 


The Legisiature May Provide by a 
General Law for Sammarg Trial, 
bat it is Held There is Now no 
Valid Statutory Provision for it. 


The opinion of the Supreme Court in 
the case of Jeanne Fife, who petitioned 
for a writ of habeas corpus, mention of 
which has already been made, was re- 
ceived for filing in the office of the 
clerk in this city Saturday. The order 
of the lower court Is affirmed, thé pe- 
titioner being remanded and the writ® 
dismissed. 
- Jeanne Fife was taken into the Po- 
lice Court a few months ago on a 
charge of vagrancy. She demanded a 
jury trial and it was refused, she being 
tried without a jury. Through her 
attorney she appealed to the Superior 
, the appeal coming before Jujige 
mith and being denied by him. The 
case was then taken before Judge Van 
Dyke, to whom application was made 


for a writ of habeas corpus. In an 
opinion which was concurred in by 
himself and Judges McKinley and 


York it was held that if the act under 
which a jury trial had been refused ap- 
plied only to certain localities, it was 
unconstitutional. Inasmuch as one of 
the Superior judges (Smith) had de- 
clined to ordér the petitioner's release, 
however, it was not ordered in this 
case. 

The next step taken was an appiles- 
tion to the Supreme Court for a writ of 
habeas corpus, and on this hearing 
was given about three weeks ago. 
The opinion received Saturday is re- 
garded as the nearest approach to a 
decision directly upon the jury ques- 
tion in vagrancy cases ever handed 
down. A dozen or so attorneys, in- 
cluding the judges of the’ Police Court, 
examined the opinion yesterday, but 
trials without juries in petty cases 
were taken up as usual in the after- 
noon in the Police Court. 


THE OPINION. 


The full text of*the opinion is as fol- 
lows: 

“This is a petjtion for a writ of ha- 
beas corpus. The petitioner shows 
that she Was convicted in the Police 
Court of the city of Los Angeles of the 
offense of vagrancy; that she appealed 
to the Superior Court of the county of 
Los Angeles, where the judgment of 
the Police Court was affirmed, and that 
she did not waive a jury in the said 
Police Court, and expressly made a de- 
mand in the Superior Court for a jury, 
and said demand was refused. Her 
contention is that, having been tried 
and convicted, under these circum- 
stances, without the intervention of a 
jury, her imprisonment is illegal, and 
that she should be restored to her lib- 
erty upon habeas corpus. 

“In the recent case of Wong You 
Ting (106 Cal., 296,) we took occasion to 
inquire somewhat fully into the right 
of a jury trial in criminal cases, and 
our conclusion there was that the Leg- 
islature might provide for ‘summary 
proceedings without a jury in cases of 
such petty offenses as were thus pro~ 4 
vided for in certain early English stat— 
utes and in cases which are intrinsic 
ally of a similar nature and degree as 
those mentioned in said statutes. Va- 
grancy is, we think, one of those 
offenses, and the Legislature might 
provide by a general law for the sum- 
mary trial without a jury of persons 
charged with said offense; but we 
agree with the Superior Court of Los 
Angeles county, sitting in banc, whose 
learned opinion on the subject was pre- 
sented to us at the argument here, that 
there is no valid statutory provision for 
such a trial without a jury. Conceding, 
however, that the denial of a jury in 
such a case would be error for which 
the judgment should, on appeal, be re- 
versed by the Superior Court, still the 
point is urged here that such denial 
does not raise.a question of jurisdic- 
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tion which can be Gustderes ‘on ha- 
beas corpus. 
, The learned judges of the Superior 
Court, In their opinion above noticed, 
seemed to assume, and, perhaps, quite 
naturally, that this court in Taylor vs, 
Reynolds (92 Cal., 973.) and ex-parte 
Wong You Ting (106 Cal., 296) had de- 
cided that the question here invoived 
could be determined on habeas corpus, 
But in those cases the question was 
not raised and was not in any manner 
considered. In Taylor vs. Reynolds the 
court, in its opinion, gays: ‘The answer 
admits all the facts alleged, and 
waives all objections that macht be 
made to the writ, to the end that the 
questions sought to be raised may be 
decided upon their merits;’ and in the 
Wong You Ting case we said: ‘The only 
question before us necessary to be de- 
cided is whether or not the appellant 
was entitled to a jruy trial. . . The 
point that the refugal of a jury can be 
reviewed only on appeal is not made.’ 
In the case at bar, however, the point 
is expressly made and insisted on, and 
cannot be evaded. 
“Upon a thorough examination of the 
question we are forced to the conclusion 
that elther in civil or criminal cases 
the denial of a trial by jury is merely 
error to be corrected on appeal, and 
does not go to thé jurisdiction of the 
court so that it may be inquired into 
on heabeas corpus, except in those 
cases where a jury cannot be waived 
and thesetere: is @ necessary constitu- 
ent part of the court. . jury may be 
waived in any civil case, and it is not 
contended by anyone that the refusal 
of a demand for a jury in a civil case 
affects the jurisdiction, or is anything 
more than an error; and as a jury may 
under the Constitution be waived ‘in 
all criminal cases not amounting to a 
felony’ a jury is not a necessary con- 
stituert part of a court for the trial of 
a misdemeanor, and the refusal of the 
court to allow a jury on such a trial is 
mere error. This principle will be 
found to be established by the general 
authorities; but as it has been definitely 
declared by decisions of: this court we 
need look no further. Ex-parte Miller 
(82 Cal, 454) Ils determinative of the 
point. That was habeas corpus and 
the petitioner demanded his discharge 
upon the ground that he had been 
denied a jury trial in the Justice's 
court in which he was convicted; but +» 
this court, sitting in banc, remanded 
the petitioner and said: ‘The offense 
charged was net a felony and the jury 
might have been waived. The return 
of the officer to the alternative writ 
shows a valid commitment by a court 
having jurisdiction of thé subject-mat- 
ter and of the party. If a jury trial 
was dented, it was mere error which 
could not be reached by a writ of 
habeas corpus’—citing authorities. In 
Powelson vs. Lockwood (82 Cal, 613) 
there was an application for a writ of 
prohibition to restrain a justice of the 
peace from trying the petitioner on the 
charge of vagrancy without a jury— 
which raised the precise point decided 
in ex-parte Miller. The court seid: 
‘I think the court properly sustained 
the opposition to the writ on the first 
ground above stated, and for the rea- 
sons that the justice's court had juris- 
diction of the’ subject-matter the mis- 
demeanor charged—and of the parties; 
that in denying a jury trial, even if 
appellant was entitled to it, and in 
trying or in proposing to try the case 
without a jury, the justice’s court did 
not exceed or propose to exceed itsjuris- 
diction: and that even if this action or 
proposed action of the justice’s court 
Was erroneous it was so only as to the 
mode of procedure in an action of 
which that court had jurisdiction.’ 

“Upon the foregoing authorities we 
hold that the denial by the lower court 
of petitioner's demand for a jury was 
only error, and does not go to the 
question of jurtsdiction, and, t . 
cannot be reviewed in the adonentinl 
of habeas corpus. 

“The petitioner is remanded and the 
writ dismissed.” 

The opinion is signed by Justice Me- 
Farland and is concurred in by all the 
Supreme justices. 


EFFECT OF THE DECISION. 


“I see that an evening paper declares 
that the decision of the Supreme Court 
settles affirmatively the question of 
the constitutional right of trial by jury 
in vagrancy cases,” said Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney W. P. James, while dis- 
cussing the substance of the opinion. 
“As a matter of fact, it does no such 
thing, but decides directly to the con- 
trary—that in vagrancy and other sim- 
ilar cases the Constitution does not 
guarantee the right of trial‘in such a 
manner at all. The decision,-in fact, is, 
first, that,.as the Constitution merely 
guarantees the right of trial by jury in 
such cases as it existed at common law, 
and that as vagrancy was not one of 
the crimes so triable, it could be 
tried without a jury, provided the stat- 
utes prescribed such a method of sum- 
mary hearing; second, that the remedy 
adopted by the petitioner in the case 
in question was not the appropriate one 
for the reason that tf a jury trial was 
even erroneously denied in the Justice 
Court a complete, speedy and adequate 
remedy could be had by appeal. 

“The position taken by the District 
Attorney's office on the main points of 
the question is therefore fully sus- 
tained. To be sure’*the opinion of the 
court is to the effect, generally, too, 


* 


such as they say may be enacted to 
cover the point, and this view. by im- 
plication tends to affect the constitu- 
ticnality of the Whitney act—the spe- 
cial act governing the conducting of 
proceedings in police courts of cities 
having over thirty thousand and under 
one hundred thousand inhabitants. 

“Trials will probably be proceeded 
with in the same manner as formerly 
in the Police Cour il an opportunity 
is given for the Superior Court to con- 
sider vagrancy cases in the light of this 
As the Su- 
premé Court has said that the consti- 
tutional rights of a defendant in such 
caves aS Vagrancy are not invaded by 
the denial of a jury trial, it may be the 
case, and we hope that Judge Smith . 
will continue to uphold the present/ 
practice until some appropriate liegis- 
lation is had more completely covering 
the question so as to avoid the objec- / 
tlon to sugmmary trials suggested by 
the Supreme Court. 

“By the time the Legislature meets 
again we will have a bill prepared

AsI said before, the prin- 
cipal points urged before the Superior 
Court and as presented by Mr. Willis 
before the Supreme Court, on behalf of 
the people, are fully sustained and 
hence the petitioner in this case is re- 
manded to the custody of the Chief of 
Police to serve his sentence.”

PASTORAL LETTER 


FROM HOUSE OF BISHOPS OF. 
THE EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 


Mission of the Church of the New 
Era Set Forth in a Discourse 
by Rev. W. C. Bowman. | 


Applied Christianity Mass-meeting. 
Satan in the Universe for Good 
Purposes. 


Young Men’s Christian Association. 
God Dwelling in Human Hearts. 
Building of Human Charac- 
ter—Pacific Gospel Union. 


The pastoral letter of the House of 
Bishops, which was issued to the clergy 
and laity of the Episcopal Church, 
formed the theme of the Rev. B. W. 
R.;Tayler’s sermon yesterday morning 
at St. John’s. The pastoral p:epared and 
adopted at the last Triennial Conven- 
tion just concluded in Minneapolis, 
deals with many important matters of 
grave interest and moment to Episco- 
palians, and in view of the approach- 
ing convention of the newly-formed 
diocese to elect a bishop, the rector re- 
ferred to it as a document which should 
receive the earnest attention of every 
churchman. There were too few who 
knew about the vast work of the church 
outside of their own parish boundaries, 
or how the church was guided in many 
matters by the mature wisdom and ex- 
perience of her venerable and scholarly 
bishops. Even in the matter of the for- 
mation of the new diocese, there were 
many churchmen who did not know 
that the voice of the laity was just a8 
important as the voice of the clergy in 
selecting their chief pastor. In brief, 
referring to the subject of the new 
bishop, the rector stated that his own 
personal preference would be to select 
some earnest priest of the church from 
some other diocese, and there was but 
little doubt that.such would be the case. 
At the same time that was only his 
opinion; the Holy Spirit would guide 
and direct in the matter. It was a time 
for most earnest prayer and supplica- 
tion that everything which savored of 
worldly and political methods might be 
avoided. 

The pastoral was read to the congre- 
gation with explanatory remarks. The 
great subject of church unity was 
largely dealt with, but it was felt by 
the bishops that to secure a superficial 
unity by the sacrifice of principle was 
really to introduce the spirit of disin- 
tegration. Naught of the ancient Cath- 
olic heritage of the church could be 
given up, either to the modern assump- 
tions of the papal claims, nor yet to 
the uncertain standard of Protestant 
denominations. The belief of the church 
in the incarnation of Jesus Christ, and 
the inspiration of holy scripture was 
duly emphasized. A strong protest 
was made by the speaker against any 
unwarranted departures from the spirit 
of the prayer-book in the manner of 
conducting divine service. It was time 
that the bishops referred to the matter, 
for he had seen a great deal of ritual- 
ism while in the East which was dis- 
tracting. Some people think that St. 
John’s is ritualistic; they don’t know 
what ritualism is. They should see St. 
Ignatius, New York, or St. Clements, 
Philadelphia.

Fast-~° 
ing communion was spoken of as a 
very ancient and prevalent custom in 
the church, but it should not be ele-’ 
vated to the dignity of a scriptural 
command. No priest of the church 
should consider it a requirement to re- 
ceive the Ho'y Wuecharist fasting. al- 
though he may, and has a right “to, 
recommend it. 't was a matter of c1n- 
gratulation to the church that the 


bishops should in their pastoral refer 


to these matters. and in a way which 
makes us feel. that as a congregation, 
we have been loyal at all times to these 
high and pure standards of the church. 
CHURCH OF THE UNITY. 

Yesterday morning, the pastor, J. S. 
Thomson, preached. a sermon on the 
question, “What is Satan?” from the 
text, “The enemy that sowed the tares 
is the devil.”"—Matthew xiii, 39. 

The ancients regarded storms, earth- 
quakes, blights, epidemics and tempta- 
tions, as evidences of satanic forces in 
the universe. The Greeks believed that 
all the evils of life had come out of Pan- 
dora’s box. According to Sécond Peter, 
Jude and Revelations, Satan headed a 
rebellion in heaven, was defeated, and 
cast out with all his allies. Christ speaks 
about “the prince of this world:” He 
was tempted by this prince, and He did 
not dispute Satan’s claim that he was 
the owner of the kingdoms of: this 
world. 

From the gnosticism, both in and out 
of the New Testament, we learn that 
Satan was regarded as a personal being. 
That there is a leader of dark spirits, a 
chief in opposition to the tendencies of 
good in the world, is neither unreason- 
able nor improbable, and Christ, who 
had the most exact knowledge of spir- 


itual things, push that there is such a 


spirit. But this spirit is not wholly bad, 
as he has been ftepresented. He is in 
the universe for good purposes: for he 
was made by the Creator, and He would 
not let loose among His innocent chil- 
dren upon the earth a being that would 
corrupt their hearts. He destroys van- 
ity. .He cured Paul of spiritual pride 
by his thorn in the flesh.’ He. sifted 
Peter and exposed his pretenses. Job’s 
character was shown by Satan to be 
defective. He criticises human charac- 
ter and works. He is the divine exam- 
iner of every thought, feeling and work 
of man. He cannot be deceived. No 
soul will ever réach heaven until it has 
conquered and satisfied Satan that its 
character is genuine and worthy of 
promotion. According to the . Bible, 
God, and Christ, and Paul, and Jude, 
have a high respect for Satan. God (in 
Ioh.) trests Satan with great respect, 
wishing to have his opinions about Job. 
Christ treats him as a foe that has much 
influence and great powers. Paul gave 
him the wicked church member for cor- 
rection and repentance. The boastfw] 
and rash people, who do not consider 


the power of their enemies, are sure to 
suffer defeat. 


FIRST CONGREGATIONAL. 

Rev. Dr. Day chose as his theme, 
“The Fullness of God,” his text being 
found in a clause of Ephesians, iii, 19: 
“That ye may be filled with all the full- 
ness of God.” Said the speaker: .““‘There 
is a personal disclosure in personal de- 
sires. A craving for animal gratifica- 
tion is its own mirror; a mania for 
money, equipage, for admiration, noto- 
riety, something exterior to one’s self, 
is a clew to character. On a higher 
plane, the longing for what delights a 
refined taste, for learning, skill, cre- 
ativeness, shows the bent of the man; 
or, rating these at their full worth, if 
the supreme desire is for moral excel- 


lence, it ranks him as Iloyal to the 
highest aspirations. 


.“Can a human being be filled with 


all the fullness of God? the finite com- 
prehend and contain that which reaches 
its largeness in the infinite? No; but 
to the extent of his capacity he can be 
enriched with the reality and richness 
of God's purity, rectitude, unselfishness, 
patience, gentleness, love. To be filled 
with His fullness is to be quitkened 


and expanded by such conceptions of 
God revealed in Christ as our limited 
mind can grasp, to be charged with His 
spirit, to be swayed by His law. This 
is the attainment of intelligence; there 
is a reality in what throbs from the in- 
finite divine heart into the human. 
Until the spirit of God dwells within a 
human life, that life is not’ living. We 
must grow into the fullness of God by 
the patient process of right living, lov- 
ing, enduring. 

“No one will be filled with the fullness 
of God who withholds from God any 
part of himself. Such reservations have 
cost many a promising convert his 
crown and struck down many a rising 
star. God cannot take the second place 
in any heart; nor is this unreasonable. 
He could not demand less and be true 
to Himself as God. 

“Is this personal experience a desir- 
able one? Yes; if it is desirable to be 
permeated with what gives moral 
cleanness, clears the white light of the 
New Jerusalem, leaves no stain upon 
those who walk its streets and sing its 
songs, that the whole being should be 
expanded, refined and put to its grand- 
est use in all that makes for righteous- 
ness. Self-discipline, self-conquest may 
be required that our’ being may be 
held an empire intact for Christ. But 
the cost does not exceed the gain. Three 
burning facts cannot be overlooked: 
Some fullness will fill us, something be 
supreme in us; to be filled with all the 
fullness of God crowds out nothing 
that honor or purity can afford ‘to 
keep; requires nothing which our high- 
est present good does not demand; and, 
most important of all, He is our God, 
our being is His, we owe Him our first 
and highest service.

It will he 
observed, furthérmore, said the speaker, 
that this sacrifice is a reasonable serv- 
ice, is based upon obligations that all 
men owe to God because of their re- 
lations to Him. No man can possibly 
render the service to God that Christ 
has rendered the race. The whole 
scheme of human redemption is based 
upon God's reasonable requirements of 
His creatures. | 
Evangelist Romig preached in the 
evening to another large audience upon 
“How to Study the Bible,” illustrated 
with a large pictorial chart. 

APPLIED CHRISTIANITY. 

A fair-sized audience was present in 
Simpson Tabernacle last evening to lis- 
ten to the theories of the Institute of 
Applied Christianity, as presented by 
the different speakers. President 
George W. White of the Southern Cai- 
ifornia University, by way of introduc- 
tion, said that there was some doubt 
among some people as to the best man- 
ner of bringing Christianity to the 
hearts of the people. The Sermon on 
the Mount has all the adaptability to 
human life that we can conceive of and 
the man who undertakes to live up to 
it has a more than human task before 
him. 

Rev. Jenkins spoke on “Why an In- 
stitute?”

is by living it out to our fellow-men. 

Rey. Stephen Bowers spoke on ap- 
plied Christianity as exemplified in the 
Lord's Prayer. He said no human be- 
ing ever uttered this prayer with true 
comprehension of its ‘meaning. Here 
we are taught the fatherhood of God 
and the brotherhood of man. This 
blessed prayer teaches us the spirit of 
forgiveness. He who uttered this 
prayer was in touch with humanity. 

The next speaker, Judge R. M. Wid- 
ney, spoke on applied Christianity in 
business. He said the world has been 
run for thousands of years on cre- 
duilty, creeds and faith. There never 
was but one religion; there never will 
be but. one, that is co-extensive with 
God Himself. 
and man must adjust himself to those 
facts. Business embraces every act of 
a human being; it is the occupation of 
individuals. If fact and law are 
brought to bear on the business trans- 
actions of life, then we can measure 
business transactions. 

The last speaker, Mrs. Thomas of the 
Salvation Army, spoke on actual Chris- 
tianity applied to the masses. 

THE GOSPEL UNION. 

An unusual interest has been mani- 
fested in the gospel addresses by Maj. 
George A. Hilton. Last evening the 
evangelist spoke on the theme, “The 
God of Israel is He that giveth strength 
and power to Israel.” -He said, among 
other things: 

“Physical culture is good, but it may 
be abused. Boddily exercise profiteth 
little, but godliness is profitable unto 
all things, having the promise of. the 
life that now is and that which is to 
come. Godly strength alone is profita- 
ble for all things.”’ 

CHURCH OF THE NEW ERA. 

Prof, W. C. Bowman discoursed on 
the mission of that organization as fol- 
lows: 

“Every institution which means any- 
thing for the world has some special 
object to accomplish which constitutes 
its mission. We have too many organ- 
izations with similar aims, each strug- 
gling to maintain-its numbers, pay ex- 
penses and Keep up appearances, thus 
dividing their forces instead of uniting 
them and marching on to. victory. 

“So, if the Church of the New Era 
had not a special, field of its own. not 
occupied by any other church, we 
should not have organized it, nor should 
we now desire to maintain its existence. 
And if at any time its friends and sup- 
porters should lose faith in the sound- 
ness of its principles, and the wisdom 
of its purposes as fulfilling a mission 
peculiar to itself, its work would be at 
an end. But while we continue to be- 
lieve; that we have a great special mis- 
sion and service for humanity, we need 
not fear decline, but shall be strong 
to pass through floods and fires. ~ 

“Our special mission is two-fold, 
namely, as a church proper, and as a 
general reform organization. I am

aware that our free-thinking people 
are not all of one mind as to this mat- 
ter of a church proper. In fact, @ 
few of our most ultra-radical brethren 
are strongly prejudiced against the 
very wo church, believing it to be 
a spurious—at least a useless—institu- 
tion. Though its purpose was  origi- 
nally good—and may be yet good—they 
believe it has been so abused and per- 
verted to evil purposes that the very 
name should be discontinued. But 
thinking more deeply they will see that 
abuse and perversion of an institu- 
tion fs no good reason for its abolish- 
ment. What institution has not been 
abused?. True reform is not in the over- 
throw of institutions, but the correction 
of their abuses. 

“Our mission as a church proper is 
to conserve the interests of true relig- 
fon, and discharge all the sacred func- 
tions pertaining to it. Let us beware of 
striking the word sacred from the vo- 
cabulary ur children, lest the piti- 
able wail of the French revolution 
should be heard in our own country, as 
when Robesplerre cried, out, ‘If we 

ave no God we must make one!". We 
are, as a church, to conserve the in- 
terests of true religion by inculcating, 
not absurd and superstitious, but ra- 
tional and wholesome views of life's 
great problems, and nourish and de- 
velop in the human heart the high 
and noblé sentiments of hope, faith, 
love, sympathy, purity and goodness. 
We must perform the sacred office of 
marriage and conduct the solemn cere- 
monies over the graves of our dead. 

“But our other mission is that of gen- 
eral reform work. We have com? for the 
fearless and independent advocacy of 
the right and opposition to the wrong 
whenever found. We are pledged by 
our very constitution to try everything 
as by fire, casting the old into the melt- 
ing pot and giving it a new assay— 
then tell the truth about it, whether it 
is gold or dross. We stand for relige- 
ion not theology—for principle not 
party—for truth, not traditional au- 
Let us be faithful, self-sacri- 

cing, and firm in working out our 
mission, and there will be no occasion 
to ask whether the Church of the New 
Era is going ‘to live or die.”

KAHAL ISRAEL. 


An Alleged Slander on the Congre-. 
gation Refated. 


N. F. Story, proprietor of McoDonald 
Hall, in a communication to The Times, 
countersigned with the stamp of Con- 
‘gregation Kahal Israel, denounces as 
false the story published by the Her- 
ald several days ago, of a general row 
in the congregation adove named. The 
communication reads, in part: 

“Kahal Israel was organized three 
years ago. It consists of Russian and 
Polish Jews, who, unlike their German 
French and Spanish brethren, cling to 
the traditions of their ancestors and 
follow the rites of the Orthodox church. 
Being few in number in this city, and 
most of them poor, they have thus 
far been unable to buy or erect a tem- 
ple of their own. About two months 
ago the celebration of the com- 
pletion of a new thora or “the 
book of laws,” was held at Mce- 
Donald’s Hall, their usual meeting 
place, and plans were discussed with a 
view to starting a fund for the erec- 
tion of a temple. Among those who 
expressed a willingness to contribute 
to the fund was S. Davis, who offered 

Subsequently Mr. Davis, who is 
a venerable gentleman, was unani- 
mously elected president. The honor 
was not thrust upon him. In fact, he 
offered $500 more if he was allowed to 
hold this office for four consecutive 
years, which, being against the con- 
stitution, was refused. al 

“Mr. Davis,” the communication con- 
tinues, ‘“‘seemed to labor under a false 
impression, thinking, perhaps, that be- 
ing president,: he had unlimited power 
to ostracise, punish, fine, etc. His first 
strange act was to send a letter to a 
member of the congregation, wherein 
he fined him $25 for an alleged insult 
to his honor as president. He did 
this without the knowledge of the con- 
gregation, and went so far as threat- 
ening to hold in pawn some holy books, 
deposited by a member, A. Shulman, 
until the fine should be paid. When at 
the last meeting Mr. Davis attempted 
to enforce a rule, giving the board of 
officers sole right to act, and depriv- 
ing all others of their right to vote 
or debate upon subjects brought for 
discussion, the congregation, as before, 
unanimously requested him to change 
his methods or resign. He refused to 
do either. The chair was _thérefore 
tendered to the vice-président. 

“No threats were made; no vile lan- 
guage was used, and when the congre- 
gation heard that the Herald intended 
to make a sensational report of the 
peaceful and very ordinary proceed- 
ings, a committe of three waited upon 
the managing editor of-that paper, ex- 
plaining the matter, but such seems 
to bé the scarcity of news in the Her- 
ald office that out of a simple misun- 
derstanding the paper managed to 
Squeeze out nearly a column of would- 
be sensational matter. 

“Mr. Davis was never threatened 
and the story of a Mr. Misel, giant in 
size and strength, lurking for him at 
the street corner, is ridiculous. The 
statement of the janitor, upon which 
the Herald’s sensational article pur- 
ported to be founded, was misquoted. 

“The congregation does not consist 
of thirteen members, but of Hebrews 
to the number of four or five hundred 
families. The congregation Kahal Is- 
rael supports a rabbi and a Sunday- 
school teacher, has quite a large fund 
for benevolent purposes, and its mem- 
bers are mostly citizens who are en- 
gaged in legitimate business.”

MINING NEWS. 


EARTH’S TREASURES AND MAN’S 
PERSISTENT SEARCH, 


The Famous Oncida Quarts Mine to 
be Reopened and Worked at 
Great Expense—-A Bogt for 
Dredging Mineral from Streams 
Being Built. 


The new fifty-stamp mill at Cal- 
mali, Lower California, will be started 
up soon. Don Emiliano Ybarra ,jate 
owner of the Calmilli group of mines, 
has become interested in the Jacalitos 
district, and the other day ent five 
wagon-loads of supplies from this city 
to the mines. 


The stockholders of ‘the.O s Con- 
solidated Mining Company e filled 
a petition with the court a per- 
mission to change the principal place 


of business from San Diego-to Oakiand. 
In the petition W. B. King of Oakland 
represents 89,970 shares, The mine is 
near Julian, has produced $500,000 or 
more of gold and operations are to be 
resumed. 

The group of claims, three in num- 
ber, situated on the Gila River, at the 
mouth of Dripping Springs Wash, ten 
miles north of Dudleyville, and owned 
by Mr. Williamson and the Ankerson 
brothers, have been sufficiently de- 
veloped to show that ther are of great 
value. The ledge has been traced 
through the three claims and several 
openings made, one shaft being forty- 
two feet, at which depth the ledge is 
five feet wide, and the ore across its 
face gives an average assay of 15 per 
cent. in copper, with a trace of gold 
and silver. Some of the ore is very 
much richer ‘than this going, 30 to 40 
per cent. in copper, and the ledge is 
widening and the ore improving with 
depth. It would be splendid property 
for a company to handle, and could be 
made accessible to heavy teams at 
very little expense. 

The Arizona and Illinois Construction 
Company has the most of its machin- 
ery for a ten-stamp mill on the ground 
at Placeritas, Ariz., and expects to 
have it up ready for operation within 
thirty days. The Isabella Mining Com- 
pany is also putting in a Huntington 
mill of ten tons capacity near the same 
place and expects to have it in opera- 
tion about the same time. Both com- 
panies have good claims there, al- 
though they are not as yet developed 
to anv very great extent. 

At the Last Chance mine six miles 
west of Prescott, Ariz.. everything is 
activity and life. H. N. Palmer and 
his assistants have put the finishing 
touches on the mill. The mill has five 
stamps with power and room for ad- 
dition of five or ten more when needed, 
and is very complete in all of its ar- 
rangéments. Double shifts are work- 
ing in the mine, a drift being run each 
way on the ledge from the 180-foot level 
to cut the ore chutes at that. depth. 
At the 115-foot level a body of sul- 
phuret five feet in width and which 
goes $80 in gold has been struck. It

Advices from the renowned Silver 
King mine, near Nogales, are to the ef- 
fect that a true fissure vein of consid- 
erable size has been struck on the 100- 
foot level. The ore is of a richness 
which compares well with the output 
of the palmiest days, and it is believed 
that at last the “Silver King ledge”’ has 
been found. 

Banks & Mayer have struck some 
remarkably rich ore in their Lily B. 
mine, Crook Canyon, Yavapai county, 
Ariz Some fine gold specimens from 
the ledge were taken to Prescott. Ore is 
being run through the Pratt mill and 
weekly shipments of bullion are being 
made. This mine paid from grass roots 
down. : 

Charles Sherman has made a pheno- 
menally rich strike of silver ore on an 
extension of the old Rainbow mine near 
Chloride. in Mohave county. Ariz., 
where at a depth of seventy-five feet 
there is a vein exposed four feet in 
width, from which Sherman is taking 
large masses of ore which is ninety-six 
per cent. pure silver. 

In Yavapai county, Ariz., O. T. Stod- 
dard has made a big strike in the eld 
Copper Mountain copper properties. He 
says that'a body of ore about six or 
seven feet in width was encountered, 
which is very rich in copper glance 
mixed with native copper. Not only is 
Mr. Stoddard highly gratified at this 
discovery, but the residents of Stoddard 
are also elated, as the prospect is 
now for a permanent and lively camp 
in that section. 

A new coal field is under exploration 
Vhetstone Mountains, some

As soon as the 
new pipe line is completed, which will 
be within a few weeks, the entire plant 
of 146 stamps will be dropping upon ore 
from one of the biggest gold mines in 
the country. Taking the working out- 
put the new and old mill combined will 
reach $125,000 monthly. 

The English syndicate which owns 
the San Jacinto grant near the Needles, 
Cal., is prospecting that wide area of 
land for minéral. It has found a num- 
ber of rich deposits and declares it 
will spend $100,000 in.the search. 

Dry washing at the Temple Bar pla- 
cers on the Colorado River is proving 
very successful. The Walnut Placer 
Mining Company is making its clean- 
up, which is turning out well. The 
gold is coarse, a $6 nugget having been 
taken out a few days ago. 

The People’s Milling, Mining and In- 
vestment Company of Yuma, Ariz., has 
recently taken fourteen claims in the 
Gunsight country in Pima _ county. 
Some of these leads run very high in 
gold. 

The mine on the Wilson ranch near 
Homitos,.Cal., is being developed by 
Joseph Weringer. A two-stamp mill, 
Operated by a gasoline engine, has 
been put up. 

William Clark has purchased the in- 
terest of J. H. Sisty in the Windfall 
and Windfall South claims on Lynx 
Creek, near Prescott, Ariz. . 

The Fool's Gulch property, near 
Phoenix, Ariz., recently sold to East- 
ern capitalists for $40,000, is giving 
great promise. A boarding-house and 
other buildings are being é¢rected in 
the camp, which is presenting a scene 
of activity. 

The Gold Cross forty-stamp mill in 
Yuma county is turning out $35,000 in 
gold every month.

A $5000 boat for’ mining pu is 
being built inf Oakland, Cal., for the 
Golden Sands Mining Company. It 


will be used in an expedition to the 
American and Feather rivers, where 
the owners hope to dredge fortunes. out 
of the beds of those streams. George 
B. Tolman, a pioneer, is the promoter 
and will engineer the enterprise. He 
claims that the river bottom is rich 
with gold. This plan of dredging and 
washing the dredgings will soon 
earried into execution. The machines 
will handle fifty tons a day, and the 
owners expect it to pay $2 a ton and 
to take out at least $100 a day. The 
boat has a thirty-horse power gasoline 
engine. She is sixty-five feet long and 
twenty feet beam. A regular dredge 
will be used to get the sand from the 
river bed, which will be run through 
sluices to the amalgamators and con- 
centrators. All the mining and dredg- 
ing machinery will be on her. If the 
enterprise pays, the company will build 
a much larger boat. .Mining men of 
the north are closely watching the pro- 
ject, and if it is successful the rivers 
of the north will soon be filled with 
such mining boats. 

A report was circulated in San Diego 
that the Mexican government was 
about to cancel the concessions granted 
to the Cedros Island Mining Company. 
Louis Mendelson, San Diego agent for 
the Mexican Colonization Company, 
said the report was entirely without 
foundation; that on the contrary a new 
law had gone into effect in Mexico by 
which operators of mining concessions 
were not compelled to push the work 
continvously if they keep their taxes 
paid. He has forwarded money to pay 
the taxes on the Cedros Island conces- 
sion. 


Peach-growing in Nebraska. 


(F. W. Card in Garden and YForest:) 
Nebraska is not in the peach belt, and 
cannot be considered a peach-growing 
State; yet, perhaps, it can furnish as 
food an example of success in this line 
as many other States apparently much 
more favorably situated. One of the 
leading features of the summer meet- 
ing of the State Horticultural Society 
this year was a visit to the orchards 
of J. M. Russell & Son, who have about 
one hundred and fifty acres devoted to 
this fruit near Wymore, in the south- 
eastern part of the State, close to the 
Kansas line. This is a favorable loca- 
tion, both as to general climate and 
also because the land here is quite roll- 
ing and the advantage of a higher ele- 
vation can be secured. It is equally 
true that there are hundreds of other 
farms in the State quite as well 
adapted to the growth of peaches, and 
success in this instance only serves to 
demonstrate what can be done by stu- 
dious, Systematic attention to one given, 
line of work. Messrs. Russell & Son 
occupy the position of pioneers in this 
industry, and, like Hale Bros. of Con- 
necticut, have shown the possibilities 
of their own region. This planting be- 
gan in 1880, and has gradually in- 
creased till the present time. Their 
first crop was harvested in 1887, but 
consisted of only 140 bushels. The trees 
were old enough to bear four years 
earlier, but had been killed by. hard 
winters, so that the beginning of the 
undertaking was not altogether prom- 
ising. From that time forward, how- 
ever, they have secured a crop every 
other year, the largest one being in 
1891, when they harvested a little over 
six thousand bushels. The present crop, 
though good, is not a heavy one. 
Much of their work has been of neces- 
sity experimental, as there were no 
precedents for guidance, and the early 
results -were not as good-as they can 
confidently expect the future ones to 
be with their present knowledge. Many 
of the varieties planted proved wholly 

even 
though they give the best of satisfac- 
tion in other places. 

As a first early variety, Alexander has 
proved the most profitable. It is too 
perishable and ripens too unevenly to 
ship well, but for the home market ‘it 
is excellent. Following this come Hale’s 
Early and Early Rivers, the latter a 
large white peach, not equal to some 
others in quality and appearance, but 
the fruit is of good flavor and the tree 
is a reliable bearer. Hale's Early is 
more satisfactory here than in many 
sections of the East, because in this dry 
climate there is little difficulty from 
the fruit-rot. This is one of the worst 
varieties to rot whenever that disease 
is present. Coolidge’s Favorite is one 
of the best of the free-stones. It in- 
creasesin size rapidly just at the ripen- 
ing period. Hill’s Chili is another 
most reliable kind. When asked to 
recommend one variety likely to suc- 
ceed over the widest area and under the 
most varying conditions, Mr. Russell 
named the Wright, but he adds that it 
is late and rather poor in quality. This 
is a seedling obtained from W. F. 
Wright of Johnson county, Nebraska. 
It comes true to name from the seed 
in nearly every case. Many well-known 


| varieties, such as Crawford and Mixon, 


though hardy in wood, are tender in 
bud and prove a failure in this climate. 
The firm is testing a number of seed- 
lings, some of which are very promis- 
ing. One of. these, known as Russell’s 
No. 1, is the first free-stone to ripen. It 
is a seedling of Hill’s Chili, grown next 
to Alexander. It closely resembles Alex- 
ander, but ripens about four weeks 
later 

The orchards receive the best of culti- 
vation up to the middle of August. Not 
a weed is to be seen anywhere. The 
The method of training would very 
likely be the first-thing to attract the 
attention of an Eastern grower. The 
trees are allowed to branch right at 
the ground, and are headed back moder- 
ately at the annual pruning, so that 
they are not over twelve or fifteen feet 
high, and in most cases the lower limbs 
lie directly on the ground, or at least 
partially rest on it. This thoroughly 
protects the trunk of the tree or does 
away with it altogether, and no serious 
injury comes to these limbs in cultiva- 
tion, as a casual observer would expect. 

The fruit is marketed in ten-pound 
grape baskets with raised covers, and 
at the time of the visit—July 25—it was 
retailing at 50 cents a basket.

SAN DIEGO COUNTY. 


WATER QUESTION STILL FAR FROM 
BEING SOLVED. 


Probability that There Will be Liti- 
gation Over Bonds When Issued. 
Schooner Ida’s Narrow Escape 
from Disaster—Bre vities. 


SAN DIEGO, Nov. 10.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) At this writing there is 
a feeling among the people that the 
water question, after years of discus- 
sion, is far from being solved. The de- 
sire of the city to own its own water 
supply and distributing system 
throughout is just as great as ever, but, 
as The Times pointed out editorially 
several weeks ago, the ' dissensions 
among citizens is the main drawback to 
the accomplishment of a much-needed 
public work. A local paper criticised 
The Times’ statement, but on Saturday 
it reiterated in substance the very facts 
which The Times printed. One thing, 
generally conceded, is that San Diego 
water bonds, whenever issued, or for 
whatever system, will be brought into 
court under some form of litigation. 
This is the belief of the best legal 
minds here, and they believe that the 
quicker the water bonds, when voted, 
are passed upon by the courts, the bet- 
ter it will be for San Diego’s welfare. 
The water factions, consisting of E. 8. 
Babcock on one side, and the Flume 
Company on the other, are bitterly op- 
posed to one another in their efforts 
to. get the favor of the city. The con- 
tinual struggle between these factions 
has made the people very tired. Many 
things have occurred to arouse their 
suspicions. Thus, the question hangs 
unsolved, as it were, between the devil 
and the deep sea. 

A STORM-TOSSED VESSEL. 

A narrow escape from disaster is re- 
ported by the schooner Ida, just ar- 
rived from Elida Island, off the coast 
of Lower California. She was a month 


overdue. After loading with guano, the 


Ida sailed for this port. All went well 
until October 15, when eighty miles 
north of Cedros Island, she encountered 
strong winds, which sent her back to 
the island. She persevered, and started 
again, only to encounter a second storm 
off Geronimo Island, which nearly 
stripped her of canvas. When off Col- 
nett, last Sunday, a heavy wind drove 
her within three hundred yards of a 
lee shore. She worked out of this dan- 
gerous position. Head winds caused 
the schooner to beat about Coronado 
Islands four days before she could reach 
this harbor.
